A Niagara-on-the-Lake senior was 
killed in a two-vehicle accident in 
Grimsby Monday. 

The man, 74, was airlifted to a trau¬ 
ma centre but succumbed to his inju¬ 
ries, Niagara Regional Police said. 

He was driving a 2001 Pontiac 
Montana van on the access road at the 
intersection on Ontario St. near the 
QEW overpass when he failed to yield 
at an intersection and collided with a 
2005 Volkswagen Jetta, driven by a 
35-year-old woman from Grimsby. 

The Volkswagen struck the Pontiac 
on the driver's door, causing the 
Pontiac to roll onto its passenger side 
in the middle of the intersection. 

The two occupants of the Pontiac 
van were trapped following the colli¬ 
sion and required extrication by the 
Grimsby fire department. 

The passenger in the van, a 70-year- 
old female, received minor injuries 
and was treated in hospital, as was the 
driver of the Volkswagen.

Despite rising rates, tuition a bargain 


It’s a lesson all students eventually 
learn: Higher education is the last gov¬ 
ernment bargain left in this country. 
Young people should run — not walk — 
to snap it up. 

Try telling that to the left-leaning 
Canadian Centre for Policy Alternatives. 
In a new report, it concludes rising 
tuition and other fees, uneven provin¬ 
cial funding and “creative” new ways to 
download costs onto students are 
undermining the accessibility and 
affordability of university education. 

Not everything the think tank says is 
nonsense. 

Average tuition and mandatory fees 
have outpaced inflation. The centre 
says they’ve almost tripled over the last 
20 years, to an average $6,885 this year. 

Provinces have saddled students 
with more of the cost of their education 
while pulling back themselves. The 
provinces chipped in 79% and students, 
through tuition, 18% of university oper¬ 
ating revenue in 1991. By 2011, it was 
55% and 37%, the centre says. 

And there's no denying fees for non- 
academic services have crept higher. 

But while the centre decries an 
“increasingly patchwork, privatized 
and individualized system of university 
financing,” one that turns on varying 


provincial funding levels, it misses 
broader points. 

One is that higher education, like 
health care, is a provincial domain 
that’s not the same across Canada, 
nor should its funding be. All worthy 
students should get a shot. But the 
centre’s implicit argument for same¬ 
ness — at added taxpayer cost — 
ignores the benefits students derive 
and, in such a diverse country, is 
Pollyannaish. 

Alberta, for example, charges some 
of Canada’s highest average tuition 
rates. But it costs far more to run a big 
campus there, in the nation’s hottest 
economy, than it does in, say, 
Newfoundland where rates are the low¬ 
est. Ontario is mired in red ink, but has 
decided it can still afford a 30% tuition 
rebate worth $400 million a year as the 
province slips its industrial moorings 
and moves to a knowledge economy. 
That’s Ontario’s call. 

Taxpayers still pay the bulk of the 
cost of higher education. They pay 
again for tuition breaks and grants for 
students, and to service their govern¬ 
ment loans until they graduate. 

It’s hard to see any downside for stu-

deterrent into the soil 
around them. All I can say 
is my tulips, which sur¬ 
vive, are never where I 
plant them! 

There is another 'war' 
going on though - the 
racoons have destroyed 
all but two of the bird 
feeders, and have their 
eye on the back-porch for 
the winter. 

Two were caught and 
"’repatriated” out to the 
countryside, but we were 
warned they will be on 
their way back! Isn’t 
nature wonderful.

A family's passion for music 
and the arts has segued into a 
huge donation to the community. 

On Wednesday, Niagara-on- 
the-Lake residents Joe and Anita 
Robertson gave $500,000 to the 
new St. Catharines Performing 
Arts Centre. 

At an event announcing the gift 
at Ravine Vineyard Estate Winery, 
Joe Robertson said the week marks 
their 25th anniversary in Niagara 
after a move from Toronto.

Niagara winemaker Fred Di Proflo 
said last year's miserable winter could 
help the quality of this year’s harvest. 

"Last winter’s never-ending Arctic 
vortex did us the favour of thinning our 
crops early and for free,” said Di Proflo, 
a winemaker at Pondview Estate 
Winery and Di Proflo Wines. "So, we 
have a situation where we have a light 
crop, a healthy vine and excellent 
weather for ripening grapes.” 


Ker said he, has is also pleased by 
this year's area peaches. 

"The only growers thatlikely noticed 
anything are the earlier peaches sub¬ 
ject to all the rain we had earlier and 
may not have been as flavourful as 
other years,” Ker said. 

"But the peaches coming out the 
last three to four weeks have been just 
excellent for quality and taste and free 
from as lot of rot and other things 
we’ve run into other years.”

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Town council chips in to help Parliament Oak supporters

A residents’ group fighting to 
save Parliament Oak School in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake from closing 
its doors next year has received 
some financial help from the 

Representatives from CARE 
Niagara Inc. asked town council¬ 
lors for $20,000 from the discre¬ 


tionary grant program, contingent 
on the group fundraising the same 

Although the deadline for 2015 
grant applications is in November, 
councillors approved a staff rec¬ 
ommendation that the group be 
approved now for a $10,000 grant 
for payment in January “given the 
timely nature of CARE Niagara 
Inc.’s objectives.” 

The non-profit group, which 


lists its current membership base 
at 1,000, was formed last year to 
lobby the District School Board of 
Niagara to try to keep the Old 
town’s only elementary school 

Director Robin Ridesic said 
CARE has filed its notice of an 
application for a judicial review of 
the DSBN’s decision to close the 
school. The group's funding cur¬ 
rently comes from donations from 


members and community sup¬ 
porters and five fundraising events 
are planned over the next few 
months. Their goal is to raise 
$50,000, plus the town’s portion, to 
go toward advertising and public 
relations, events promotion, lob¬ 
bying, and hiring consultants for 
research and legal advice. 

The group also requested that 
town staff who were involved in 
the ARC process provide them 


with information in the form of 
affidavits for the upcoming judi¬ 
cial review. Coun. Gary Zalepa Jr. 
made a motion in favour of their 
request, subject to approval from 
the town solicitor. 

When councillors voted in 
favour of the staff recommenda¬ 
tion to give the group $10,000, they 
were assured by staff that C.A.R.E 
could request another grant next
